Tying a shot gun toy his bed, and then 


pulling the trigger with a piece of twine, 
William Sbultz, a resident of Latimore 
township, literally blew his head to pieces 
on Tuesday morning shortly before 7 o' 
clock.

The 3 broth- 
ers arose early in the morning and went 
about their work as usual, William seem- 
ing to be in a cheerful mood. Later^ the 
latter returned to the house, went to bis 
bedroom, and a few minutes afterward 
the report of a gun was heard. The broth- 
ers hurried in to see what was wrong and 
found the lifeless form of their brother 
lying on the bed, with his head terribly 
mangled 
Death had been immediate.

OLD CAVALRY SURGEON IS DEAD. 


Dr. Theodore T. Tate died at 10 o'clock 


on Saturday morning at Hill Top Farm, 
near Gettysburg, after an illness of sever- 
al months following a stroke of paralysis 
sustained last November. His age was 
83 years, 7 months and 13 days. Dr Tatt- 
was a native of Gettysburg, a son of John 
and Hannah Zieeler Tate. He received 
his education at Gettysburg College and 
Mt St Mary'e College, Emmitsbur*. later 
being graduated from Jefferson College, 
Philadelphia. He was one of the first 
volunteers from this county at the out- 
break of the civil war and was a lieuten- 
ant in the 17th Pa. Cal., later becoming 
a surgeon in the 3rd Pa. Cal- Dr. Tate 
served throughout the entire war. For 
many years after the war he practiced his 
profession in Adams and Cumberlan I 
counties, finally retiring some years ago 
on account of ill health. Dr. Tate leaves 
his wife who before marriage was Miss 
Mary Smith, daughter of Dr. and Mrs 
Joseph Smith, of Biglerville, and five chil- 
dren, Mrs. Penrose Myers, with whom 
he made his home; Mrs. William Inger- 
soll, of Philadelphia; Mrs. Ada Givler, 
of London, England; Preston Tate, Get 
tysburg, and Fred Tate, /Denver, Colo 
rado.

Minister Slays Woman and Self. 
Rev. William Alfred Tucker, rector 


of St. Agnes' Episcopal church at 
Miami, Fla., shot and killed Harriet 
Delaney, a member of his church, and 
then committed suicide.

Mourned Life She Led. 


Following is the note left by the 


woman: 


"Dear Sister: I am sorry for what I 


have done. The best job I could get

paid only $4 a week, and it took that 
to keep John and Harry-in the Sun- 
shine Home. When Ed died I was left 
to .care for the children, and then I 
couldn't keep them and myself on the 
salary I could earn, and I had to do 
something else. I have seen Ed late- 
ly, and he is calling me to him in 
heaven, and I am going to meet him 
there. Forgive me, dear sister, and 
don't let my boy and girl know of the 
awful fate of their mo'ther.

took her own life at her home, by 
swallowing a 
disinfectant. 


After swallowing the poison, the 
woman is said to have written a letter 
to a sister telling of her life since the 
death of her husband in the Dixmont 
Hospital for the Insane, six months 
ago, and warning other women not to 
follow in her steps. 


Ghost Remonstrated With Her. 
According to other residents of the 
house where Mrs. Shaw resided with 
her two children, the woman had been 
In constant fear for the past several 
weeks because, she said, the ghostly 
figure of her husband confronted her 
at every turn, both day and night beck­ 
oning her to come, and remonstrating 
with her because she was not leading 
a proper life. 


The woman, after swallowing the 
poison, lived an hour, in which time 
she told residents of the house she 
was sorry for the act, and pleaded 
that a physician be called.

"Japan's Monroe doctrine, as it may 


be caliedj has taken form within the 
past few years. ItHates;-1 should say,' 
from the close of the war with Russia, 
scarcely earlier. As a result of this 
conflict Japap greatly widened her po- 
litical horizon. Her victory over Rus- 
sia made ,her more assertive and con- 
fident .of her, power to exercise' a de- 
cisive influence over the general re- 
gion within which lie the Philippines. 


"Japan is today without question the 


first power in the orient-... She domi- 
iiates the far east much as the United 
States because of its wealth, size and 
power occupies the first place on the 
American continents. 
And, like the 


Americans, the Japanese-are a very 
High spirited people. 
They have a 


pride of their own." 


"Any encroachment upon this sphere 


by foreign powers would arouse much 
the same spirit of distrust or resent- 
ment as we should feel at a similar 
encroachment in the western hemi- 
sphere: i have no doubt that japan 
-would back up. her Monroe doctrine 
should affairs reach, an issue exactly 
as we should back up our own policy. 


"Public opinion in Japan, as hi the 


United States, is opposed to any plan 
' for Japan's colonizing the Philippines. 
The Japanese have no more idea of 
raising their flag in tbe. Philippines, 
lor-instance, taan hare we of coloniz- 
ing the Central or South American re- 
publics. The Japanese have experi- 
mented with colonial empires in For- 
mosa^nd"Korea, and they do.not care 
to extend the experiment 
-- 


"The 
Japanese employ 
scientific 


methods in their political plans, and 
they have carefully investigated the 
question of colonizing in the tropics, 
and have decided against it 
At the 


time when it seemed possible that the 
United States would part with the 
. Philippines the Japanese sent their 
scientists to these islands to determine 
if they were suited for settlement and 
development by Japanese. The world 
recognizes that the Japanese do excel- 
lent research work.- The Japanese sci- 
entists decided that the Philippine Is- 
lands did not offer the proper climatic 
conditions for colonizing, and the Japa- 
nese government and the people trust 
their scientists.. 


"Still another point common both to 


our own Monroe doctrine and the at- 
titude of Japan may be found in the 
attitude toward the governments with- 
in the spheres of influence. We Amer- 
icans are friendly to the small repub- 
lics to the southward and so is Japan 
to the existing states in the far ekst. 
Bhe would welcome a republic in ths 
Philippines, for instance, because It 
would be neutral. It wonld not* serve 
us an entering wedge for some aggres- 
sive world power. Shfr would encour- 
age such n government exactly as we 
encourage tha continuance and inde- 
pendence of the republics of Centra! 
and Sonth America." -

Boland; Assemblyman in the New Jer- 
sey Legislature, in the joint debate 
held last Friday evening at Jersey 
City with Hart J. Facltenthall find 
that Mr. Boland juggled with facts. 
For instance, he called 
upon. the 


Pennsylvania "Railroad to explain why 
ih-stateraent No. 1 issued by the -Ex- 
ecutive Committee of Associated Rail- 
roads it -was stated that in the first 
half of 1914 two passengers were kill- 
ed 
on,- the 
Pennsylvania " Railroad, 


while in the bulletin previously issued 
by the Publicity Department of the 
Company it was stated that 189,167,- 
326 passengers were carried on the 
Pennsylvania System without any be- 
ing billed. 


The two passengers killed last yeaf 


lost their lives falling from trains, a 
fact given in No. 1 statement. With 
equal clearness it was stated in the 
Publicity Department Bulletin that no 
passenger was killed in a "train acci- 
dent." Such is the conclusive answer 
to question No. 1, which Mr. Boland 
so vehemently hurled at his opponent. 
Engineer Fackenthall. 


Mr. Boland also demanded answer 


to a statement in statement No. 1 of 
the Executive Committee, that last 
year the Full Crew—"Excess Man 
Crew"—Laws forced a waste of $2y 
000,000 on the railroads in Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey, when on the 
back of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
menu card a figure of $1,702,407 was 
given. The answer is that $2,000,000 
was merely a general statement of 
the cost. It also is a fair average 
amount for such expenditures under 
normal conditions. Business is now 
greatly depressed and traffic reduced. 
There are now employed on eighteen 
roads ia the two states 2299 escess 
brakemen,- whereas these same rail- 
roads when the laws took effect were 
compelled to add 2819 men to train 
crews.

CALLS MEETING OF 


AMERICAN BANKERS 


Promotion of South American 


Trade Deject of Gathering. 


Washington. — Announcement was 


made by Secretary McAdoo that Presi- 
dent Wilson had set May 10 for the 
projected conference between leading 
bankers of the United States and the 
finance ministers and influential bank- 
ers of Central and South America. The 
meetings will be held in Washington, 
and the visitors will be entertained as 
the guests of this government, con- 
gress having appropriated $50,000 for 
the expenses. 


This meeting will be the outcome of 


the most serious effort yet made to 
remove some of the artificial barriers 
which have obstructed the movement 
of trade between this country and 
South America. Some of these diffi- 
culties were considered at a less form- 
al conference held in this city last 
stiinmer. At that time it was the con- 
sensus of opinion of the South Ameri- 
can authorities that the great bar to 
closer business relations between the 
United States and the countries below 
the isthmus was the lack of banian? 
connections. 
So long as the South 


Americans had to look to Europe for 
capital, it was asserted, the United 
States could not expect to capture any 
large share of business. 


The European war brought a right- 


about change in this situation, making 
it impossible for Great Britain, France 
or Germany to furnish new funds, and 
coincidentally United States national 
banks received permission under the 
federal reserve act to open foreign 
branches 
For this reason great im- 


portance is attached to the approaching 
conference. 


At the request of Secretary Bryan 


and Secretary McAdoo congress passed 
a resolution granting authority to the 
president to invite the governments of 
Central anu South America to send 
their ministers of finance and leading 
bankers to a joint conference with the 
secretary of the treasury and repre- 
sentative bankers with a view to es- 
tablishing closer and more satisfactory 
financial relations. The leatiin? gov- 
ernments already had been approached 
oa this subject and had indicated their 
willingness to participate in such a 
meeting.

Washington.—In testifying before the 
senate Philippines committee on the 
Jones bill providing for* the ultimate 
Independence of thç Philippine Islands, 
W. Morgan Sinister remarked tlirft the 
attitude of Japan toward far eastern 
questions was consistent with u well de­ 
fined Monroe doctrine of its own. The 
phrase has attracted considerable at­ 
tention. For that reason Mr. Shuster,

who occupied for nearly nine years 
important government posts in the 
Philippines and later served as treas­ 
urer general of Persia, was asked to 
explain the phrase. 


“In many respects Japan's attitude 
toward her sphere of Influence in the 
far east and our policj' as expressed 
by President Monroe are identical/' 
said Mr. Shuster. “Both countries are 
very much in earnest in enforcing 
these policies. 


■ 


"Japan's Monroe doctrine, as it may 
be called, has taken form within the 
past few years. It dates, I should say, 
from the close of the war with Ilussia, 
scar. cly earlier. 
As a result of this 
conflict Japan greatly widened her po­ 
litical horizon. lier victory over Rus­ 
sia made her more assertive and con­ 
fident .of her power to exercise a de­ 
cisive influence over the general re­ 
gion within which lie the Philippines. 


/ ‘Japan is today without question the 
first power in the prient. 
She domi­ 
nates the far east much as the United 
States because of its wealth, size and 
power occupies the first place on the 
American continents. 
And, like the 
Americans, the Japanese are a very 
high spirited people. 
They have a 
pride of their own. 


“Any encroachment upon this sphere 
by foreign powers would arouse much 
the same spirit of distrust or resent­ 
ment as we should feel at a similar 
encroachment in the western hemi­ 
sphere. 
I have no doubt that Japan 
would back up her Monroe doctrino 
should affairs reach an issue exactly 
as we should back up our own policy. 


"Public opinion in Japan, as in the 
United States, is opposed to any plan 
for Japan's colonizing the Philippines. 
The Japanese have no more Idea of 
raising their (lag in the Philippines, 
for instance, than have we of coloniz­ 
ing the Central or South American re­ 
publics. 
The Japanese have experi­ 
mented with colonial empires in For­ 
mosa'and Korea, and they do not care 
to extend the experiment. 


"The 
Japanese 
employ 
scientific 
methods in their political plans, and 
they have carefully investigated the 
question of colonizing In the tropics 
and have decided against it. 
At the 
time when it seemed possible that the 
United States would part with the 
Philippines the Japanese sent their 
scientists to these islands to determine 
if they were suited for settlement and 
development by Japanese. The world 
recognizes that the Japanese do excel­ 
lent research work. The Japanese sci­ 
entists decided that the Philippine Is­ 
lands did not offer the proper climatic 
conditions for colonizing, and the Japa­ 
nese government and the people trust 
their scientists. 


“Still another point common both to 
our own Monroe doctrine and the at­ 
titude of Japan may be found in the 
attitude toward the governments with­ 
in the spheres of influence. We Amer­ 
icans are friendly to the small repub­ 
lics to the southward and so is Japan 
to the existing states in the far east, 
fihe would welcome a republic in the 
Philippines, for instance, because It 
would be neutral. It would not serve 
as an entering wedge for some aggres­ 
sive world power. She- would encour­ 
age such a government exactly as we 
encourage the continuance and inde­ 
pendence of the republics of Central 
and South America.*'

The two passengers killed last yeaf 
lost their lives falling from trains, a 
fact given in No. 1 statement.

passenger was killed in a “train acci* 
dent/' Such is the conclusive answer 
to question No. 1, which Mr. Boland 
so vehemently hurled at his opponent, 
Engineer Fackenthall, 


Mr. Boland also demanded answer 
to a statement in statement No. 1 of 
the Executive Committee, that last

Crew**—Laws forced a waste of $2,* 
000,000 on the railroads in Pennsyl 
vania and New Jersey, when on the 
back of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
menu card a figure of $1,702,407 was 
given.

more and understood ICES today than 
the orchid, the development and culti- 
vation of which are discussed by J- 
Constantin in a paper ot the Smithso- 
nian annual report Upon entering a 
house filled with orchids one is liter 
ally amazed by the bizarre display, 
the brilliance of color and the pecu 
liar forms of leaves, petals and roots 


The number of known species IB 


greater than that ot any of the related 
families, 
even not excepting 
the 


grasses, totaling 6,000 species, includ- 
ed in 400 genera. This great number 
is, no doubt, due very largely to the 
diligent search which has been made 
for these plants, on account of their 
beauty and very great popularity 
They have otherwise very little eco- 
nomic value, excepting a few mem- 
bers, such as the vanilla plant. 


Some of the orchids are terrestrial; 


that is, they grow with their roote 
in the ground 
The great majority, 


however, including most tropical spe- 
cies, are epiphytes—"air plants"— 
vhich grow on trees and shrubs, bat 
receive no nourishment from them 


This peculiarity was chiefly respon- 


sible for the difficulty which was ex- 
perienced in successfully growing 
many species upon their introduction 
into Europe from Asia and Malaysia 
in the eighteenth century 


For most epiphytes the scheme was 


devised of fastening the roots to a 
piece of wood, together with a little 
moss or absorbent peaty substance, 
by means of copper wire. Plants thus 
prepared were' hung in very warm 
greenhouses 
and 
kept 
constantly 


moist by frequent drenching. It was 
supposed that tropical plants required 
an" invariably hot humid atmosphere; 
and it was not foreseen that mountain 
species of tropical regions could be 
treated essentially like tropical plants 
that are accustomed to elevated tem- 
peratures. 


There are in fact many orchids, 


and some of these very beautiful, 
which grow m Jthe neighborhood of 
snow. 
The error ot 
associating 


plants from widely different surround- 
ings 
was finally recognized and 


eventually more rational methods of 
cultivation developed, leading to the 
usual separation of orchids in three 
kinds of greenhouses, according to 
temperatures maintained in them— 
hot houses, temperate houses and 
cold houses. 
Many of the finest 


orchids are found in the last 


Some artificially produced hybrids 


are extremely beautiful, as well as pe- 
culiar, and the difficulty of their pro- 
duction is such that they command ex- 
traordinary prices, as high as $1,500 
having been paid in a single instance. 
Once created these hybrids may be 
propagated indefinitely by dividing 
the root stock as it grows 


New Cancer Scrum. 


The results of the work of nearly a 


year by physicians, Burgeons and labor 
atory staff of the General Memorial 
hospital of New York, tending to show 
the success of a new cancer serum. 
are expected to be published soon In 
an official report of the medical board 
of the Institution to announcements 
made today. The report will contain 
the name of the discoverer of the new 
serum, Its composition, the details of 
the preliminary laboratory work and 
the individual medical histories of the 
patients so far treated in the hospital. 
The announcementB forecast this re- 
port as one of the most important con- 
tributions to science emanating from 
the medical professions in this coun- 
try. The serum is used by injection. 
The cancerous growths break down, 
disintegrate, and disappear, it is as- 
serted.

While other manufacturers were be* 
moaning the depression, Mr, Brown's 
concern broadened its scope until, com­ 
pletely outstripping even the record of 
its most prosperous era, it is exhibiting 
for January and February a series of 
colossal gains. For these two months, 
Mr. Brown says, the maximum gain in 
business was 70 per cent in some de­ 
partments and the minimum gain in 
any department was 19 per cent over 
the corresponding period in 1014, when 
conditions generally were at or above 
normal.

GALLS MEETING OF 
AMERICAN BANKERS 


Promotion of South American 
Trade Object of Gathering. 


Washington. — Announcement was 
made by Secretary McAdoo that r e s i ­ 
dent Wilson had set May 10 for the 
projected conference between leading 
bankers of the United States and the 
finance ministers and influential bank­ 
ers of Central and South America. The 
meetings will bo held in Washington, 
and the visitors will be entertained as 
the guests of this government, con­ 
gress having appropriated $30,000 for 
the expenses. 


This meeting will be the outcome of 
the most serious effort yet made to 
remove some of the artificial barriers 
which have obstructed the movement 
of trade between this country and 
South America. 
Some of these diffi­ 
culties were considered at a less form­ 
al conference held in this city last 
summer. At that time it was the con­ 
sensus of opinion of the South Ameri­ 
can authorities that the great bar to 
closer business relations between the 
United States and the countries below' 
the isthmus was the lack of banking 
connections. 
So long as the South 
Americans hod to look to Europe for 
capital, it was asserted, the United 
States could not expect to capture any 
large share of business. 


The European war brought a right­ 
about change in this situation, making 
It Impossible for Great Britain, France 
or Germany to furnish new funds, and 
coincidentally United States national 
banks received permission under the 
federal reserve act to open foreign 
branches, 
For this reason great im­ 
portance is attached to the approaching 
conference. 


At the request of Secretary Bryan 
and Secretary McAdoo congress passed 
a resolution granting authority to the 
president to invite the governments of 
Central and South America to send 
their ministers of finance and leading 
bankers to a joint conference with the 
secretary of the treasury and repre­ 
sentative bankers with a view to es­ 
tablishing closer and more satisfactory 
financial relations. 
The leading gov- 
ernments already had been approached 
on this subject and had indicated their 
willingness to participate in such a 
meeting.

Probably there is no flower in the 
whole plant world which is admired 
more and understood less today than 
the orchid, the development and culti­ 
vation of which are discussed by J. 
Constantin in a paper ot the Smithso­ 
nian annual report. Upon entering a 
house filled with orchids one is liter 
ally amazed by thQ bizarre display, 
the brilliance of color and the pccu* 
liar forms of leaves, petals and roots 
The number of known species is 
greater than that ot any of the related 
families, 
even 
not 
excepting 
the 
grasses, totaling 6,000 species, includ­ 
ed in 400 genera. This great number 
is, no doubt, due very largely to the 
diligent search which has been made 
for these plants, on account of their 
beadty and very great popularity 
They have otherwise very little eco­ 
nomic value, excepting a few mem­ 
bers, such as the vanilla plant. 


Some of the orchids are terrestrial; 
that is, they grow with their roots 
in the ground. 
The great majority, 
however, including most tropical spe­ 
cies, 
are 
epiphytes—“air 
plants”— 
.vhich grow on trees and shrubs, but 
receive no nourishment from them 
This peculiarity was chiefly respon­ 
sible for the difficulty which was ex­ 
perienced 
in 
successfully 
growing 
many species upon their introduction 
into Europe from A,sia and Malaysia 
in the eighteenth century 
For most epiphytes the schemo was 
devised of fastening the roots to a 
piece of wood, together with a little 
moss or absorbent peaty substance, 
by means of copper wire. Plants thus 
prepared were* hung in very warm 
greenhouses 
and 
kept 
constantly 
moist by frequent drenching. 
It was 
supposed that tropical plants required 
an invariably hot humid atmosphere; 
and it was not foreseen that mountain 
species of tropical regions could be 
treated essentially like tropical plants 
that are accustomed to elevated tem­ 
peratures. 


There are in fact many orchids, 
and some of these very 
beautiful, 
which grow in ¿he neighborhood of 
snow. 
The 
error 
ot 
associating 
plants from widely different surround­ 
ings 
was 
finally 
recognized 
and 
eventually more rational methods of 
cultivation developed, leading to the 
usual separation of orchids in three 
kinds of greenhouses, according to 
temperatures maintained in them— 
hot houses, temperate houses and 
cold houses. 
Many of the finest 
orchids are found in the last 
Some artificially produced hybrids 
are extremely beautiful, as well as pe­ 
culiar, and the difficulty of their pro­ 
duction is such that they command ex­ 
traordinary prices, as high as $1,500 
having been paid in a single instance. 
Once created these hybrids may be 
propagated indefinitely by dividing 
the root stock as it grows

one onion, a clove of garlic, one stalfe 
of celery, one sprig of parsley, ten 
peppercorns, *Jve allspice berries, twfe 
cloves, one half a bayleaf, one .fourth 


*of a teaspoonful of thyme and a quart 


of cold water. 
Cover and. place on 


the back of the stove'to stand one 
hour. Bring gradually to. the boiling 
point and let simmer for two hours. 
Season with salt, pepper and strain 
through a double cheese cloth. ^ 


Veal and Sago Soup.—Take two aad 


a half pounds of finely cnopped veal. 
cover with three quarts of water, 
bring slowly to the boiling point and 
simmer two hours. Soak a half cup- 
ful of sago in cold water to cover for 
a half hour, then add to the hot stock 
and cook thirty minutes; add two 
cupfuls of rich milk arid pour the 
soup over the well beaten yolks of 
three eggs. Season to taste.

SIGHT SUDDENLY 


COMES TO GIRL 


Blind For Twenty-one Years, 


She Now Sees Clearly. 


PHENOMENON UNEXPLAINED. 


While Miss Maude Lincoln Was At- 


tending to Housohold Duties Some- 
thing Snapped In Right Eye and She 
Sew—Two Days Later Vision Came 
to Other Eyo In a Similar Manner. 


Marblehead, Mass.—Slowly recover- 


ing from the nervous shock of sight 
after twenty-one years of blindness, 
Maude Emerson Lincoln, daughter of 
William F. Lincoln of this city. is get- 
ting her bearings in a strange world of 
color tind motion. 


Recently the darkness suddenly lift- 


ed from her right eye, and then the 
left eye cleared also, both unexpected- 
ly and without rational explanation, 
according to specialists who have been 
questioned on the case. From a condi- 
tion in which only night and day could 
be differentiated she suddenly awoke 
in the sunlit world of which she had 
heard so much. 


In an instant one afternoon as she 


was about household duties this seem- 
ing miracle came. With a snap the 
covering: was rent from the right eye 
as she was putting dishes In the china 
closet. 


Two days later. In the evening, as 


she sat with her parents the other eye 
was uncovered, and sight was givea 
to it. 


"I went to the closet to put up some 


dishes," she said. "Of course, there 
was no light in the closet and it all 
looked dark to me. The top of my 
head did not feel good. It hurt It 
was as heavy as—as a load of bricks. 
That's just the way It felt I reached 
up with the dishes. 
Then suddenly 


something snapped in my right eye. 
That is the only way I can describe 
it—like that." 


And she snapped her fingers. 
"Then." she said, "everything seem- 


ed all light to me and brightness. I 
did not know what to make of it. I 
could not realize what had happened. 
I looked around the room. I ran and 
looked out the window. And I could 
see." 


"She went out with me the other 


evening, heavily veiled." said Mrs. Lin- 
coln. "We passed a boy leading a man. 
I said nothing, thinking I would not 
call her attention to it 
" 'Mother,' she said, 'was that boy 


leading the man?' 
" 'Yes,' I replied. 
"'Oh, the man is blind?' she asked 


again. And I told her he was. She 
paused a moment, then said, 'What a 
pity.'" 


Miss Lincoln is tall, slender and fair 


haired. Her eyes are blue, like those 
of her parents. She had on a gown of 
deep red, with little black bows on it, 
and she talked entertainingly and al- 
ways she laughs with joy at her "mir- 
acle." 


"Maude was born on April 22, 1894," 


said Mrs. Lincoln. 


"She was born blind. We did not 


realize at once that she could not and 
might never see. Her eyes had the ap- 
pearance of eyes which have cataract. 
There seemed to be a thin, white, 
opaque substance over the pupils. 


"No one seemed to know what the 


matter was. But she grew up blind. 
When she was nine years old we sent 
her to the Perkins Institute For the 
Blind, and she was there nine years 
and received an education. Then we 
took her home, and she has lived here 
since, helping me as she could. When 
she was examined by Dr. F. I. Perkins 
at the Perkins institute six years ago 
he told her never to have anything 
done to her eyes, never to put anything 
in them, that some day she would see, 
and he was right" 


Then Mrs. Lincoln told how sight 


came to the girl as she went to the 
closet to put up the dishes. 


"I actually heard something snap." 


said Mrs. Lincoln. "She sort of 
screamed and trembled all over. 


"She cried, 'I don't know what ails 


me, but isn't everything light?' 
I 


called the family .physician at once, 
and we have kept her in darkness all 
we could so as to be sure and not have 
the eyes injured. 


"She has always been able to tell 


light from darkness and could find her 
way around the house, but she has 
never actually seen."

JOKERS EVEN IN TRENCHES 


IHah Spirit Trove« Irrepressible in 
Facs of Grave Danger—Sea FlQht 
as S ttn From the En­ 
gine Room. 


Loudon.—1The war mailbag is Just 
iw a prolific source of Interest* 
Vivid lettew from soldiers at the 
front or in hospital bases and scrappy 
notes from tho tars with the “silent 
fleet1* mirror the actualities of war 
with a wealth of intimate detail and 
picturesque personal touches impossi­ 
ble to the harshly censored war cor- 
respondent. 


The following is written from the 
front by Corp. T. Trainor: 


*‘We 
havo 
had 
German 
cavalry 
thrown at us six times in the last four 
hours, and each time it has been, a 
different body, 
so that they must 
have plenty to spare. 
There is no 
eight hours for work, eight hours for 
sleep and eight hours for play with 
us, whatever the Germans may do. 


"The strain is beginning to tell on 
them more than on usr and you can 
see by the weary faces and trembling 
hands that they are beginning to 
break down. 


“One prisoner taken by the French 
near Courtrai sobbed for an hour as 
though his heart were broken, his 
nerves were so much shaken by what 
he had been through. 
The French 
are fighting hard all round us with 
a grit and go that will carry them 
through. 


“Havo you ever seen a little man 
fighting a great, big, hulking giant 
who keeps on forcing the little chap 
about the place until the giant tires 
himself out, and then the little one, 
who has kept his wind, knocks him 
over? 
That's how the fighting here 
strikes me. 


“Wo are dancing about round the big 
German 
army, 
but our 
turn 
will 
come. 
Our commanders know their 
business, and we shall come out on 
top all right.” 


Sergeant Major McDermott does not 
write under ideal literary conditions, 
but his style is none the worse for 
the 
inspiration 
furnished 
by 
the 
ohrieking shell: 


“I am writing to you with the em 
emy’s shells bursting and screaming 
overhead; but God knows when it 
will be posted, if at all. 


“We are waiting for something to 
tom up to be shot at, but up to now, 
though «their artillery has been mak­ 
ing a fiendish row all along our front, 
we haven't seen as much as a mos­ 
quito’s eyelash to shoot a t 
That's 
why I om able to write, and some of 
us are able to take a bit of rest while 
the others keep ‘dick.1 


“There Is a fine German airship 
hanging around like a great blue 
bottlo up In the sky, and now and 
then our gunners are trying to bring 
it down, but they haven't done it yet. 


“It's the quantity, not the quality of 
the German shells that is having ef­ 
fect on us, and it's not so much the 
actual damage to life as the nerVe- 
, racking row that counts for so much. 
“Townsmen who are used to the 
noise and roar of streets can stand 
it better than the countrymen, and I 
think you will find that by far the 
fittest men are those of regiments 
mainly recruited in the big cities. 


“A London lad near mo says it's no 
worse than the roar of the motor 
'buses and other traffic in the city on 
a busy day.” 


Gaelic 8pirit Irrepressible. 


The Gaelic spirit has not deserted 
S e rg t T. Cahill under fire. He writes: 
“The Red Cross girleens with their 
purty faces and their sweet ways are 
as good men as most of us, and bet­ 
ter than some of us. 
They are not 
supposed to venture into the firing 
line at all, but they get there all the 
same, and devil a one of us durst turn 
them away. 


"Mike Clancy is that droll with his 
larking and bamboozling the Germans 
th at he makes us nearly split our 
Bides laughing at him and bis ways. 


MYesterday he got a stick and put 
a cap on it, so that it peeped up 
above the ti^nch just like a man, and 
then the Germans kept shooting away 
at it until they must have used up 
tons of ammunition." 


But Mike Clancy was not the only 
practical joker in the trenches, as the 
following 
from 
a 
wounded 
soldier 
shows: 


“Our men have just had their pa­ 
pers from 
home, and have noted, 
among other tilings, that ‘Business as 
Usual' is the ^ o tto of imtriotic shop­ 
keepers. 


“In last week's hard fighting the 
Wiltshires, holding an exposed posi­ 
tion, ran out of ammunition, and had 
to suspend firing until a party brought 
fresh supplies across the open un­ 
der a heavy fire. 


•*Then the wag of the regiment, a 
Cockney, produced a biscuit tin with 
'Business as Usual' crudely printed on 
it, and set it up before the trenches 
as a hint to the Germaus that the 
fight could now be resumed on more | 
equal terms. 


“Finally the tin had to be taken in 
because it was proving such a good 


target for the German riflemen, but 
the joker was struck twice In rescu­ 
ing it. 


“A wounded private of tho Buffs re* 
lates how an Infantryman got tempo­ 
rarily separated from his regiment at 
Mons, and lay concealed in a trench 
while the Germans prowled around. 


“Just when he thought they had left 
him for good ten troopers left their 
horses at a distance and came for* 
ward on foot to the trench. 


“The hidden infantryman waited un* 
til they were half-way up the slope, 
and then sprang out of his hiding 
place with a cry, 'Now, lads, give 
them hell!# 
W ithout waiting to see 
the Mads' the Germans took to their 
heels/' 


From Men In the Fleet. 


Equally interesting are some of the 
letters from men with the fleet Tom 
Thorne, writing to his mother, in Sus­ 
sex, says: 


“Before we started fighting we were 
all very nervous, but after wo joined 
in we were all happy and most of us 
laughing till it was finished. 
Then we 
ail sobbed and cried. 


“Even If I never come back, don’t 
think 
I've 
died 
a 
painful 
death. 
Everything yesterday was as quick as 
lightning. 


“We were in action on Friday morn­ 
ing off Helgoland. 
I had a piece of 
shell as big as the palm of my hand 
go through my trousers, and as toy 
trouser legs were blowing in the 
breeze, I think I was very lucky." 


A gunroom officer in a battle cruiser 
writes: 


“The particular ship we were en­ 
gaged with was in a pitiful plight 
when we had finished with her—her 
funnels shot away, masts tottering, 
great gaps of daylight in her sides, 
smoke and flame belching from her 
everywhere. She speedily keeled over 
and sank like a stone, stern first So 
far as is known, none of her crew 
was saved. 
She was game to the 
last, let it be said, her flag flying till 
she sank, her guns barking till they 
could bark no more. 


“Although we ourselves suffered no j 
loss, wo had some very narrow es­ 
capes. 
Three 
torpedoes 
were 
ob­ 
served to pass us, one within a few 
feet. 
Four-inch shells, too, fell short 
or were ahead of us. 
The sea was 
alive with the enemy's submarines, 
which, however, did us no damage. 
They should not be underrated, these 
Germans. That cruiser did not think, 
apparently, of surrender." 


W hat naval warfare seems like to 
tho “black squad,*' imprisoned in the 
engine room is described by an en- 
gine-room man of the Laurel, 
who 
went through the “scrap“ off Helgo­ 
land. 
W riting to his wife, he says: 
“It was a terribly anxious time for 
us, I can tell you, as we stayed down« 
there keeping the engines going a t 
their top speed in order to cut off the 
Germans from their fleet. We could 
hear the awful din around and the 
scampering of the tars on deck as they 
rushed about from point to point, and 
we knew what was to the /ore when 
we caught odd glimpses of the stretch­ 
er bearers with their ghastly bur­ 
dens. 


“We 
heard 
the 
shells 
crashing 
against the sides of the ship or 
shrieking overhead, as they passed 
into the water, and we know that a t 
any moment one might strike us in a 
vital part and send us below for 
good. 


"It is ten times harder on the men 
whose duty is in the engine room than 
for those on deck taking part in the 
fighting, for they, at least, have the 
excitement of the fight, and if the 
ship is struck they have more than 
a sporting chance of escape. We have 
none." 


From a Dying Frenchman. 


The most dramatic letter comes 
from the French. On one of the fields 
of battle, when the Red Cross soldiers 
were collecting the wounded after a 
heavy engagement, there was found 
a half sheet of notepaper, on which 
was written a message for a woman, 
of which this is the translation: 
“Sweetheart: 
Fate in this present 
war has treated us more cruelly than 
many others.

an example of stock soups consommD 
is a good example, prepared as fol­ 
lows: 


Consomme Huntington. — Cut two 


pounds of meat from the tough por­ 
tion of the round. 
Cut in very smaW 
pieces, put into a soup kettle with 
three pound shin of beef, the skin# 
bones and bits loft from 
a 
boiled 
fowl; add a small carrot, cut fine; 
one onion, a clove of garlic, one stalk 
of celery, one sprig of parsley, ten 
peppercorns, Tve allspice berries. twt> 
f cloves, one half a bayleaf, one fourth 
of a teaspoonful of thyme and a quart 
of cold water. 
Cover and place on 
the back of the stove 4to stand one 
hour. 
Bring gradually to the boiling 
point and let simmer for two hours. 
Season with salt, pepper and strain 
through a double cheese cloth. 


Veal and Sago Soup.—Take two and 
a half pounds of finely cliopped veal, 
cover with three quarts of water, 
bring slowly to the boiling point and 
simmer two hours. 
Soak a half cup­ 
ful. of sago in cold water to (cover for 
a half hour, then add to the hot stock 
and cook thirty minutes; 
add two 
cupfuls of rich milk and pour the 
soup over the well beaten yolks of 
three eggs.

closet. 


Two days later, in the evening, as 
she sat with her parents the other eye 
was uncovered, and sight was given 
to it. 


“I wont to the closet to put up some 
dishes,” she said. 
“Of course, there 
was no light in the closet and it all 
looked dark to me. 
The top of my 
head did not feel good. 
It hurt. 
It 
was as heavy as—as a load of bricks. 
That’s just the way it felt. I reached 
up with the dishes, 
Then suddenly 
something snapped in my right eye. 
That is the only way I can describe 
it—like that.” 


And she snapped her fingers. 
“Then,” she said, “everything seem­ 
ed all light to mo and brightness. 
I 
did not know w hat to make of it. 
I 
could not icalize w hat had happened. 
I looked around the room. 
I ran and 
looked out the window. 
And I could 
see/' 


“She went out with mo the other 
evening, heavily veiled,” said Mrs. Lin­ 
coln. “We passed a boy leading a man. 
I said nothing, thinking 1 would not 
call her attention to It. 


“ ‘Mother/ she said, 'was th at boy 
leading the man V 
“ ‘Yes/ I replied. 
“ ‘Oh, the man is blind?' she asked 
again. 
And I told her ho wfas. 
She 
paused a moment, then said, ‘W hat a 
pity/ ” 


Miss Lincoln Is tall, slender and fair 
haired. 
Her eyes are blue, like those 
of her parents. She had on a gown of 
deep red, with little black bows on it, 
and she talked entertainingly and al­ 
ways she laughs with joy a t her “mir­ 
acle.” 


“Maude was born on April 22, 1804,” 
said Mrs. Lincoln. 


“She was born blind. 
We did not 
realize at once that she could not and 
might never see. H er eyes had the ap­ 
pearance of eyes which have cataract. 
There seemed to be a thin, white, 
opaque substance over the pupils, 


“No one seemed to know what the 
matter was. 
But she grew up blind. 
When she was nine years old we sent 
her to the Perkins Institute For the 
Blind, and she was there nine years 
and received an education. 
Then we 
took her home, and sho has lived here 
since, helping me as she could. 
When 
she was examined by Dr. F. I. Perkins 
at the Perkins institute six years ago 
he told her never to have anything 
done to her eyes, never to put anything 
in them, that soruo day she would sue, 
and he was rig h t” 


Then Mrs. Lincoln told how sight 
came to the girl as she w ent to the 
closet to put up the dishes. 


“I actually heard something snap,” 
said 
Mrs. 
Lincoln. 
“She 
sort 
of 
screamed and trembled all over, 


“She cried, *1 don't know what alls 
me, but isn’t everything light?' 
I 
called the family physician at once, 
and we have kept her in darkness all 
we could so as to be sure and not have 
the eyes injured. 


“She has always been able to tell 
light from darkness and could find her 
way around the house, but she has 
never actually seen.” 


It was the standard of living de* 
acrlbod above that the minimum wage 
law was aimed to put within reach of 
women workers.

Famsd Meeting Place of "Bad Men* In 
St. Louis to Bo Remodeled. 


St, Louis.—“The Bucket of Blood,” 
one of the most notorious resorts of 
the middle ^’est, known to “bad men” 
all over the west for the last half 
century, has been sold to the Riverside 
mission and will be remodeled for a 
church. 


Twenty-five years ago the “Bucket of 
Blood” was the Mecca for all of the 
rough characters that came to St. 
Louis. A saloon was on the first floor, 
above that a cheap lodging house, ap­ 
propriately termed “The Morgue,” and 
above that a dance and gambling hail. 


Trap doors, secret passageways and 
sliding panels were used for ”get- 
away” purposes, Two of the most no­ 
torious bad men of the river days, 
Red Eye Dalton and Mickey Mack, 
were captured in the place after a 
hard fight in an underground tunnel a 
Quarter of a century ago. 


“We all cqll him Teddy over there— 
Teddy Ryan. 
Lie has made friends so 
quickly with every one, and people just 
look to him as a natural leader. 


“When the Austrian» first came into 
the city in the late autumn they were 
bent on violating all decent rules of 
war, 
Dr. Ryan stopped that. 
They 
had been hanging men quite indiscrim­ 
inately without even pretending to give 
them a trial. 
The doctor said a stop 
had to bo put to that kind of practice, 
and he sought out the commander of 
the invaders and ju st told him w hat 
was what. 
After that there was no 
further action of that kind. 


“Our people In Servia like to take* 
him as a pattern for all Americans, 
and lie Is responsible for a great deal 
of the popularity America has won In 
our country since the w ar began.” 


Dr, Ryan is following only his natu­ 
ral bent in being in the thick of the 
Servian fight, 
lie will be remembered* 
as being the center of a number of dip­ 
lomatic representations when the trou­ 
ble with Mexico was at its worst la*t 
spring. The Huerta followers had him 
thrown into jail, accusing him of being* 
a Villa agent. 
President. Wilson in­ 
structed Coiisul Silliman to obtain his 
release, and this was done after a con­ 
siderable amount of negotiation and 
not a few threats.
